The special officers of the SMA Por the NDP have had a considerable influence 
on the nomination of NDP representatives to the Volkskongress, Dr. Bolz and 
Vinceng Ifiller have presented a list of nanes drawn up at a meeting of the ox- 
ecutive comittes of the NDP in Berlin Treptow. The Rugsians attach a rreat 
‘deal of importance to this list. The followine men are close to Dr, Lothar Bolz 
and to Vinceaz Millers 


1, Jonny Loshr, Ministerialdirector in Schwerin. During the years after 1918, 
he attainod a leading position among Commmnist circles in LMibeck and Kiel, 
During the period of the Nazi ragine, he stayed in Noscoy. We only main~ 
tains unofficial contact with his Corrmnist friands. ‘Thenever he visits 
Berlin, he stays with tlalter Ulbricht. 


2. Dr. Otto Korfes ia at present at the head of the central Archives in Fots- 
dam, A major general in the arny, he commanded the 14th tank division, 
After being rade prisoner at Stalingrad, he became one of the founders of 
the National Cormittoe, and was particularly active as radio commentator 
and writing editorials for the newspaner "Freles Deutschland". 


3. Egbert von Frankenberg und Proschlite is at present the political secretary 
_ Of tho NDP in Dresden. He is also employed by the SMA to do special work, 
Ye vas formerly a leader in the 5A and a mor in the army. He was one of 
the founders of the Soctety of Gorman Officers (Bund Deutscher Offisiera) 
and was later active in the Moscow Broadcasting station and in the nowspaper 
'Tretes Deutschland", 


4. ‘Jilhelm Adam is now Oberregierungsret in Dresden. Formerly a colonel on the 
general, ataff of the Sixth Army which surrendered at Stalingrad. He belonped 
to the National Committee, and towards the ond of the var was very close to 
Paulus. 


52 Heinrich Homann is a rember of the managin committee of the DP. We is on 
the editorial board of the newspapcr "National Zeitung" and appears to seve 
as liaison between the NDP and the special officers of the SIA, During the 
war, he was originally a student, thon became a career officer reaching the 
rank of major. : After being made prisoner, he was very active in the National 
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Committee and in the Society of German Officers. He visited different 
prison eamps and was viven special jobs of instruction. His private con- 
nections with Moscow and with different departments of the SMA are mmer- 
ous. Within the NDP he has special tasks which are assigned to him by the 
MVD. Among other Jobs, he is responsible for the five estates which the 
Russians have turned over to the NDP. The name of his father-in-law is x’. 
Dittmer, who is connected with the "Verlag der lation. oe 


Max Schneider is now at the head of the so-called School for National. Poli- 
tics in Bickow, which is a party school under the ammarviainn af the Rne- 
sians. He is a close friend of Dr. Bolz whom he knew during the time when 
they were both in Russia. He also knew Homann during this time. It would 
appear that in Schneider's case it was not a question of a German officer 
being made prisoner then integrated inte the National Committee » but rather 
the case of a man who was originally a Commnist. 


Gunther Ludvig, Police Commissioner in Veimar. An officer during the War, 
he was made prisoner and became a member of the National Commitee, He 


cane from a Communist family. He was hardly kmown until his nomination as 


NDP member on the list of the party executive committee, 


Otte Zander is now one of theaiitors of tho newspaper National Zeitung", 
He was an officer and a district leader in the Hitler Youth. He was head 
of the press and cultural office of the Reichajugendfihrung, During the 
course of the last few m the he haz developed a marked activity among 

his former friends, parti warly among those residing in the weatern zone. 
His eontacts, which are s ‘ead amone the former officer group as well as 
anong the former Hitler Youth groups, are often used for special work which 
is carried out by Zander, either indirectly through Homan or directly 
through the Russian authorities, 
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
